What 
great valne is there in corn cobs’ szid a friend 
to us the other day. ‘“‘I know people are get- 
ting into the habit of having their cobs ground, 
now-a-days, with core for provender ; bat I think 
the best use for them is to smoke bacon with.” 
Our friend is one of those men who tread care- 
folly in the “march of improvement.” He 
thinks it safer, at least to his pocket, to be a ji- 
tle behiod the tames, rather than ahead of them. 
As be is @ subscriber to the Farmer, be must 
be aware that we have at different times brought 
forward all the facts we could command in re- 
gard te the value of cobs when ground for prov- 
ender. We never claimed their valoe to be 
‘* great,”’ as our friend would say, for this pur- 
pose ; bat it is, nevertheless, too great to throw 
aw ay. 

Those who have paid attention to the subject 
of the different articles used for food by man and 
beast, and whe have examined the materials of 
which they are composed, and their action on the 
animal system, have divided them into two 
classes, viz., such as go to form muscular fiber, 
and these which go to form fat. This last class, 
they say, contains carbon, and by its action 
while undergoing digestion, and afterwards in 
being assimilated, or uniting with the various 
parts of the system, producesanimal heat. The

One reason why so litle is known in regard 
to the natare of the disease is this: They are 
not generally examined, that is, the animal is 
not generally butchered until the disease is very 
“much advanced.

When first discovered, it was about the size of a 
common walnut.

On examination it was found that a 
space of the outside of the bone a little larger 
than a dollar was diseased. |: had extended into 
| the plate of the bone but a little way, and the 
|bone at the bottom of the diseased place was 
hard and sound, though roughened and jagged 
by the corrosion of the disease. The probability 
is, that if the swelling, when first discovered, 
had been laid open freely, and the diseased mat- 
ter and a portion of bone cleaned out, the animal 
, would have been cured end saved. 

Farmers should examine more carefully into 
these diseases than they do. If the disease com- 
| mences on the external plate of the bone, it would 
| seen: to be easily cured in the above way. If it 

commences in the interior part it would of course 
| be more difficult to remedy.

being the best. I have seen thirteen hundred 
and fifty bushels of grain, besides a quantity of 
potatoes and turnips, grow on twenty-three acres 
of land, and one-half of that was cropped with 
grain the year previous. From seventy to eighty 
bushels of oats to the acre is not uncommon, and | 
Ihave beard persons who have made it their! 


| business to raise oats for years, state that they | 


never get less than sixty bushels per acre, on 
new land.

Core:—Being a reader of the New Eng- 
land Farmer, I have often acquired new and use- 
ful information on various subjects of agnculture 
and rural economy.

Some few years since, in my farming opera- 
tions, I purchased twenty ewes of the Dorset or

and about one month afier, the lambs began to 
come. They were allowed to run with the dams 
about two days, and then 1 provided 2 pen for 


|them in an outhouse. The pen for the lambs, 


from this nomber of ewes, was ten feet by six or 


eight, raised about one foot above the ground. | 


The floor was made of strips, one and one half 
inches wide, with spaces between just wide 
enough to allow the azine to escape, and not allow 
the lambs’ feet to pass through. 


As the lambs were dropped, they were confived 
to the pen, as soon as they were strong enough. 
The dams were allowed to come and nurse them 
at seven o'clock in the morning, at noon, and 
again at evening; and so oa, in rotation, as fast as 
the lambs came. Ina few days the ewes will 
get habiteated to this course, and usually feed nl! 
sucking time, and then come when called. A 
smal] lomp of chalk should be put into the pen, 
and 2 litle wheat or rye flour, in troughs, for 
them to lick, which they will do with avidity. 
The chalk serves to correct acidity in the stomach, 
and it is very good to give to young calves. The 
benefit arising from it is very great.

Valuable Importation of Stock 

It gives us pleasure to announce the arrival! on 
Wednesday last, of our friend Dr. Davis, and his 
family, from Europe. In sddition to former val- 
vable additions to the agricultural interests of our 
State, such as the Cashmere Goats, and Woater 
Oxen, the Dector and his son have brought with 
them the Thibet Shaw! goat, a pair of Brahmin 
cattle, an assortment of useful poultry and valua- 
ble seeds adapted to our climate. Although these 
animals are brought from localities of like tem- 
perature with that of this State, yet the similarity 
is the result rather of elevation above the sez. 
than of latitude. That we may be properly un- 
derstood, we would state that while at a particu- 
lar elevation above the sea in Asia, the Cash- 
mere goats and Angora goats preserve and have 
fixed their fine wooled coats, as also the Viruna 
and Alpaca sheep of South America, vet in pre- 
cisely the same temperature in other localities a 
tendency to deteriorate is apparent in these ani- 
mals. But, notwithstanding this degeneracy, 


they are still fonnd to be valuable additions to the 


agricultural resourees of the countries where they 
have been introduced. In the South of France, 
the Cashmere crossed upon the Scinde gost, pro- 
duce a better fleeced animal than the original 
Cashmere.

Some of our best farmers have lately adopted, 
| with entire soccess, the system of underdraining 
jtheir heavy clay and wet mesdows. This is 
| done in the most summary maaner, |.y attaching 
\two yoke of good oxen or two pair of horses to 
| strong subsoil plow, which penetrates to the 

depth of 15 to 20 inches below the surface. The 
)sed is divided and separated by the plow to a 
Gistance scarcely exceeding one and a half inches, 
which immediately closes afier the ferrow; and 
if moist, when the operation is performed, the 
turf speedily enites and not even 2 line is visible 
beyond 2 few days. 

By this operation, a large ovderdrain is left at 

tae bottom of the ferrow where the puint or nose, 
and wing of the subsoi) plow hes passed, and 
nearly of their size, which, in stiff soils, will 
remain open for years. On meadows where 
there are puddies of standing water, as is always 
the case on stiff soils after rains, the effect is in- 
stantaneous. If the plow has been started in 2 
|Tavine or low part of the meadow, (as it should 
be so as to form a decent for the surface water.) 
when it passes throngh the lithe basins, the 
water vanishes as if by magic, and it is heard 
gurgling rapidly along its new-found aqueduct 
till it reaches the outlet. In addition to this more 
immediately perceptible effect, if the meadow 
thus drained, be closely watched tor a few weeks, 
and especially dunng wet weather, a marked im- 
provement will be noticed, ever similar undrained 
meadows. The grass will be thicker, ranker, 
and more forward: it wil! matare quicker, and 
yield a heavier growth of sounder and sweeter 
lerage. 

The distance of these furrows, or drains, should 
‘ary according to the compactness or tenacity of 
the soil, andthe frequency of the basins to be 
drained. In the heaviest soils, the drains may 
be advantageously run within ten feet of each 
other. If less adhesive, and few pond holes exist, 
the furrows may be aai distance of 20 or 30 feet. 
No meadows unless of the lightest kinds, wil! be 
mjured by this operations, while all otbers will be 

,decidedly benefitted. This resulis from the im- 
perceptbie yet rapid drainage of the water which 
is held in excess by the soil, and the escape of 
which is so beneficial to the vegetation. 

This operation has been adopted in England 
many years since, but with an implement con- 
siderably differing from the subsoil plow. It coa- 
sisted simply of 2 pointed iron, some three inches 


in diameter at its largest ead, which was connected 
with the beam by two strong, thin coulters. The 
iren point was often sent three to four feet below 
the surface, and required a strong force to move jt. 
This implement has been principally superseded 
where first adopted, by the substitution of thor- 
ough and more permanent tle underiraming 
[Amernecan Agriceltorist. 


We learn from the Cincinnati papers that 
there are upwards of thirty large establishments 
io that ety employed in the mannfacture of ard 
oil, which is accomplished by divesting the lard 
of one of its constiteent parts—stearine.

Dr. Hotes :—The subject of root colture is

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The first wioter is the most trying time for 
roung animals, and farmers should paw extra care 
to their health and comfort. They ooght to have 
the open air as much as possible; and it is well 
to let them have convenient shelter during the 
storms, €keept im very stormy weather, when 
they ooght te be pul into .clese warm stables. 
They ought not to be confined 12 yards with old- 
er cattle, for fear of goring them, nod they have 
pot sech a good chance for their food. They 
should be fed regularly, and have a chance to the 
water. 

In addition to hay, lambs and calves ought to 
be fed daily with 2 smal) portion of roots, except 
in extremely cold weather. As for colts, they 
ought to be fed daily with ground feed, mixed 
with clover heads or chaff, which I think is pref- 
erable to oats or any other whole feed. They 
ought never to stand on « board floor, as ii causes 
ringbone.

It cannot be denied that the men who sustained | 


the labors and encountered the privations and 
dangers of the Revolutionary War, were phys- 
ically. aamuch stronger and hardier race than the 
present; we mean taking themass whole. Their 
mode of lifé was well calculated to harden the 
frame, and kai together the sinews, 80 as to en- 
able them to endute expesuge and hardships of 
no ordinary character. Their food was coarser 
and more substantial—their clothing coarser and 
net se delicate, and their houses more open and 
dery. There were no fine and super-super fine 
volts to their mills—no buffalo robes to their 
sleighs—no India rubbers to their feet, and no 
furnaces and air-tights in their houses. 

As av instance of what some of them could 
éndure, we will relate an incident in the life of 
General Stark, the same General who, when 
told, before the battle of Bennington, that he 
must address the soldiers, compressed hrs speech 
into the following exclamation: ‘Fellow svldiers! 
yonder are the red coats! we must whip them 
to-day, or Molly Stark is a widow!" 

Dr. Fitch, in his survey and history of Wash- 
ington County in New York, states that Stark 
was, in 1757, a lieutenant in a company of New 
Hampshire Rangers, under the command of 
Capt. (afterwards Major) Rogers. It was during 
the second French war, as it is called in history. 
In this winter Major R. was ordered with seveaty- 
five of his men, on a reconnvitering expedition 
down Lake George. ‘Isaveling now on the ice 
and now on snow-shoes, they, on the third day, 
erussed to Lake Champlain, and seeing some 
sleds approaching, hastened towards and captured 
a partofthem. From the prisoners they learned 
there wes a large force at Ticonderoga. Know- 
ing that these who escaped would convey intelli- 
gence which would speedily bring out an over- 
whelming force in pursuit, Rogers directed an 
immediate return to fort William Henry. On 
their way back, tramping the snow in single file, 
as the foremost men gained the summit of a hill, 
they unexpectedly fuund themselves close upon 
two hundred of the enemy, who were drawn up 
in a semi-circle to receive them. The rangers 
recoiled before the fire that blazed in their very 
faces, and, crimsening the snow with their blood, 
they reached the rear under Stark, who was 
about fitteen rods distant on the summit of another 
hill. They here formed their line, and firmly 
stood, in snow four feet in depth, and repelled 
every attack of the enemy from two o'clock till 
nighifall. Rogers, wounded upon the head, and 
by a bullet through his wrist, was so disabled 
that the entire command devolved on Stark. 

At sunset, some of the men suggested that 
they ought to make their escape before the 
piercing cold of the winter's nigit closed upon 
them; but Stark, standing himself where the 
bullew fell thickest, and knowing that their safety 
depended upon maintaining their ground till after 
dark, threatened to shoot the first nan who at- 
tempted to fly. Evening came, and the French 
now abandoned the combat and withdrew, leaving 
half their number scattered among the trainplec 
and blood-stained snow of the hill-side, sleeping 
the sleep that knows no waking. Forty-eight oi 
the rangers remained unwounded, and the com- 
pany now dragged themselves through the woods 
and snow the live-long night, reaching the shores 
of Lake George in the morning.’ All were quite 
exhausted with their fatigues, and the woundec 
were unable to advance farther on foot. 

Stark hereupon generously offered to trave. 
onwards with-two others to fort William Henry, 
at the opposite end of the lake, and obtain sleds 


for conveying the wounded. He accordingly de- | 
parted, and reached the fort in the evening. The. 


sleds being procured, he immediately set out with 
them toretura to his comrades, traveling all night 
and coming at their bivouac upon the following 
morning. And finally he drew a loaded sleigh 
back to the fort, reaching there in the evening. 
He taus stood out through three days and two 
nights of incessant toil, engaged for nearly four 


hours in a hot combat, and the remainder of the | 


time in traveling over the snows and ice. Dr. 
Fitch very correctly observes that we effeminate 
men of the present day can scarcely credit that 
any human frame was ever capable of such en- 
durance.

We are aware that instances of this kind of 
oppression are not so frequent as they were some 
years since, and to this very improved feeling is

‘The Huttinguer sailed 
from Liverpvol fur New York on January 10th. 
She had 29 cabin and steerage passengers, to- 

ether with the captain, and crew of 30 men and

ernptions of goods. She had only passed as far 
as Blackwater Bank, which is off the coast of 
Weaford, when she struck on one of those dan- 
gerovs ledges of rocks which lie concealed in that 
quarter. 

This oceurred on the morning of the 12th, On 
the occurrence of this mishap, a part of the crew, 
and all the passengers were sent ashore. Capt. 
Bursley and thirteen of his men remained on 
board, determined not to leave the ship while 
there was the remvutest chance of saving her. 
Ov the following morning, the 13th, the ship 
floated off Blackwater Bank, and bore away be- 
fure the wind, and struck on Arklow Bank, where 
she afterwards weat to pieces, and sad to relate,

Terrible Explosion in New York. 


vielent and seemingly lasted so long 


repairing, among others, the spot, we 
found that the explosion was at the establishinent 
of Av B. Taylor, Esq., a well known printing 
press maifufacturer, Hague street, and from our 
knowledge of the extent of his concern, we felt, 
before inquiring, that a mourotul loss of life must 
inevitably be one of the consequences. While 
we write, it is impossible to state the precise 
amount of damage done, or the number of lives 
which have been thus suddenly cut off. 

Mr. Taylor employed about sixty or seventy 
hands, nearly every one of whom had assembled 
and commenced work for the day, at the time of 
the accident. Is is feared that very tew of them 
have lived to report the tale of the disaster by 
which they were overtaken. Within a week or 
two, a change had been made in the boilers, by 
which the powerful machinery of Mr. Taylor's 
establishinent was driven, and it is apprehended 
that some defect, either in the manufacture or the 


the terrible catastrophe. 
As usual on Monday mornings, the fireman had 
started the fires under the boiler at an earlier hour 
than was usual op other mornings, on account of 
its getting cold while standing unused over Sun- 
ay, and hardly had steaim been raised and motion 
communicated to the shafiing, when the explosion 
tovk place, and in an instant the upper part of the 
building was blown completely off and fire com- 
municated to the remainder. The boiler was one 
of Montgomery's patent, with upright tubes, and 
the explosion was from the top and upwards. 
Besides the establishment of Mr. ‘Taylor, there 
was in the same building that of St. John, Burr 
& Co., hat-body manufacturers, who gave em- 
ployment to about 65 men and boys; all, or near- 
ly all of these, had assembled fur the day, and 
some were just coming in at the time of the ex- 
plusion. Another floor of the building was wc- 
cupied by E. Yakes, glass cutter, employing 
many workmen. It is thought that there were 
150 in all parts of the building. 
The bodies of those who have been recovered 
have been generally found to be so mangled that 
it was impossible tu recognize them. ‘Ten bodies 
were drawn out in the course of half an hour, 
voly three of whom were recognized. 
Mr. ‘Taylor resides in Newark, and did not ar- 
rive. on the ground tll 9 o clock so that he is safe. 
We have been unable to get any perfect list of 
the men who worked in Mr. Taylor's concern. 
Seven persons who lived in the Ward were 
taken to the station house, and afterwards to their 
homes, not being mortally injured. Several bad- 
ly hurt were taken to the hospital. The shouts 
of many who were entirely covered up in the 
ruins could be heard, and caused the most intense 
interest and excitement on the part of the specta- 
lors. 
15 minutes past 11, A. M. Your correspond- 
ent has just returned from the scene of the explo- 
|sion. ‘The fire is still raging in the ruins, which 
are surrounded by an immense crowd of peuple, 
/extending into the adjacent portions of Frankfort 
jand Pearl streets. 

The foreman of the principal manufactory in 
|the building, says there are sixty persons now 
missing, whom he supposes to have been in the 
building. 

Fuatuer Particutars—2 P. M. There 
were still at 12 o'clock a number of voices heard 
under the ruins. Their eries all the forenoon 
; Were most piteous. It is feared that the large 
| majority of those under the ruins are either crush- 
ed to death, or drowned from the immense quan- 
tity of water poured in. 

Mr. Criper, the chief engineer in the machine 
shop, has not been heard of since the explosion. 
lt is presumed that he 1s among the killed who 
are buried in the ruins, as he was known to have 
been near the boiler when it exploded. 
| In the workshop most of the hands were pres- 
ent. It has been stated by one of the men taken 
from the ruins that it was an old steamboat boiler 
pitched up. The proprietor and his friends state 
however that it was a new Montgomery Boiler, 
and the accident is accounted for by the intense 
cooling down the boiler to a low degree of temper- 
ature, and then the fire being applied suddenly, 
and with too greai force, this morning, caused an 
undue expansion of it, and thus produced the ex- 
plosion. 

In the machine shop and hat shop together, 
there were usually about 130 hands employed; 
probably there were from 100 to 120 men and 
boys present at the time of the explosion. Up to 
12 o'clock, about 30 had been taken out from the 
ruins, so that there must be sume 60 or 70 there

The shock of the explosion was heard in Broad- 
way, a distance of a quarter of a mile. A_ por- 
tion of the front wall of Hall & Son's soap factory 
was blown sixty feet. The boiler was used for 
the first time in the building this morning, and 
was pot new—having been used on board a steam- 
boat. The building was valued at $15,000, and 
belonged to Harper & Brothers, the celebrated 
book publishers. The machinery was very valu- 
able and was all destroyed. 

The females employed by Burr & Company, 
haters, had vet come to work, with the exception 
of two, both of whom escaped. The greatest ex- 
citement still prevails at the scene of the disaster. 
Some of the bodies are most horribly mutilated. 
Alwgether, forty bodies have been taken trom the 
ruins, wounded and dead. 

‘Taylor and Burr's loss is about $60,000, but 
they are partly insured. There was no insurance 
on the building. 

As near as can be ascertained about one hun- 
dred people were in the building at the time of 
the explosion, Several more bodies have been 
found. 

The engineer is said to have been a very care- 
ful man and was experienced in his business; he 
is yet missing. 

‘The weather continues freezingly cold. The 
fragments of machinery taken from the ruins are 
cevated thick with ice. ‘The scenes occurring on 
the discovery of the dead bodies and the recog- 
nition by relatives, are perfectly hideous. The 
yard of the station house rings with the heart- 
rending screams of females as they discover in the 
seurched and mutilated bodies some shreds of ar- 
ticles which enables them to identity a relative.

the Rifleman, British steamer. Over 100 slaves 
| were taken out and landed before the steamer's 
boats reached her. She was then set on fire, and 
over 200 were burned to death. One hundred 
and thirty-five were saved by the Rifleman’s 
boats.
